Mr. Dugluss was himselt 
appointed marshal of the District of Col- 
umbia—a very important and lucrative 
office— ana afterwards register for tho 
district,.another valuable office; aud Mr.

of tho treasury ot the United 


States. What more does Mr. Douglass 
or his race rightfully demand? 


It must be- borno in mind that tho ne- 


gro race is in a peculiar condition. Sev- 
enty per cent of them in the south cnnnot 
roud or. write, and comparatively very 
few of them 
can do both. Generally 


speaking they pay no taxes in tho 
south, and as a rule they are not inclined 
to take the advantages the government 
already offers thetu of educating their 
children. What the negro ought to havo 
u tho south, is perfect freedom to voto 
as ho pleases—to become the perfect 
mr.ster .of his own ballot—and then to re- 
ceive fair pay for his work. 
When the 


npgro is placed on an equal footing m 
theso respects with the whites in tho 
south, ho will need no legislation lo help 
him along.

A NEW E£A IN EDUCATION. 


Tho commercial club oC Chicago, an 


organization made up ot wealth arid lib- 
cral-minded men, havo taken a step 
which will mark a new era in the history 
of industrial training in this country, es- 
pecially 
in tho 
west. 
Last Mon- 


day, tho 
club 
laid 
the cor- 


ner-stone of 
a building which shall 


bo called tho Chicago Manual Training 
school, and when President Blatchford 
ot tho board of trustees, made tho ad- 
dress, he stated the object of tho school 
as follows: 


As tliy rodult of an c\v:iiii^'rt dUciudioa of 


education, nbout two ycard a<jo, it w.is resolved 
tlint the club would contribute from its owrt 
membership JICO.COO for tbo establishment of n 
manual training-school, to teach mathematics, 
drc.wic£, bifjh uchool English branches, carpen- 
try, 
wood-tuiEinc, pattern-making, iron-chip- 


ping, force-work, brazing, soldering and tho 
iiau of machine-shop tools. The course will be 
three years in length, and tho pupils will be 
boys over H years old, ot Rood moral character, 
who bland a cood ei.imination in the lowest 
branches of learning. Tho tuition fees will bo 
very low. 


This system will cornbiae mental, phys- 


ical, and industrial training, a thing al- 
most unknown in this country, although 
in France, England, aud Germany they 
havo been in existence for some time and 
receive important financial aid from tbo 
government. There 
aro 
some 
who 


have 
urged 
an industrial 
training 


department connected with our common 
schools, and only a few days ago, tho 
I5ev. Hcber Newton, of Philadelphia, ap- 
peared bofora the senate sub-comroitteo 
on labor and education, and charged that 
the common schools of the country were- 
doing an injury to tho community by 
unfitting 
the 
coming 
men 
and 


women 
for 
the 
tasks 
ot 


of life, or in other words, Mr. JS'ewtsn 
meant that the scnools were only devel- 
oping the brain power ot children, tvhere 
as they should develop nil the faculties 
mental, morai, and physical, so that 
when a boy leaves the common school he 
will bo fairly well accomplished in some 
trade by which he can support himself. 


It may be all right to preach this sor; 


of education, but the theory cannot bo 
carried out in our common schools. They 
never were intended to teach a young 
man a trade, or a young woman the art of 
dressmaking or cooking. The great ob- 
ject 
was 
to 
give 
thorn 
with 


the 
common 
rudimentary knowl- 


edge, -which, -would prove a very timpor- 
tant help to young men and young 
women in beginning tho battle of life. 
Beyond this, tho common schools can no* 
go. To meet the demands of the time 
and to give young men an opportunity 
to thoroughly tram themselves for indus- 
trial pursuits, is the object of the Chica- 
go training school. It is a grand begin 
nicg, and the Chicago commercial club 
should receive tho thanks of the people 


of the west for their prograssive spiri; 
and generous hands. Their action will 
make them public benefactors.

sucthurn states almost without exception, tho 
colored people ore denied justice in tho 
courts, denied the fruit of their honest labor, 
defrauded of tbeir political rights at tho bal- 
lot-box, shut out from 
learning truilu-s, 


cheated out oi' tbeir civil rights by innkeep- 
ers and common carrier companies, and luft 
by states to an inadequate opportunity for 
education and general improvement. 


4. We regard labor on cho question of ed- 


ucation and moral training as paramount lo 
nil other questions. Wo believe tliat tho 
question, especially iu tho south, needs re- 
casting, and that plantation credits aud tho 
mortgato system should be abolished.
